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Continuation of 11. Other: The request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application in condition for 
allowance because: 

a. Applicant argues that no motivation to combine within the prior art. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner relies on Stufflebeam's 
reference the teaching of secondary power is switched off while power is maintained through at least one primary power connection and 
while at least one other component remains connected to the main communication for combination. As Stufflebeam notes at col. 3, lines 
1-45, it is well established in the art to add/remove at least one component(ie game port) without disabling computer system. In that 
(col. 2, line 66-col.3, line 30) Stufflebeam's purpose is to insert/remove devices without disableling the computer system. Only one 
subsystem need to be disabled, it is clear that Stufflebeam is analogous art and therefore properly combinable for the purpose stated in 
the rejection of record. 

b. Applicant argues that Acres does not teach switching off /on power. Examiner respectfully disagrees. As Acres notes at col. 16, lines 
45-col.17, line 15, discloses personality board 202 identifies the gaming device on the network, it allows the devices to be removed and 
reinstalled in network by resetting switches. This switches is controlling power connectivity of the boards. Thus, it is properly stated in the 
rejection of record. 

c. Applicant argues that Acres does not teach communicating a signal to a remote gaming device on gaming machine network when 
money is accepted by the gaming machine, said remote gamining device being adapted totally the amount of meoney accepted by 
gaming machines in gaming network. Examiner respectfully disagrees. As Acres notes at (col. 9, lines 27-67) discloses the system 
included remote configuration, accounting data extraction, integrated player tracking and cashless play. Examples, the gaming devices 
receiving a reconfiguration command will reconfigure its jackpot payout. This configuration commands is equivalent applicant's 
communicating from system to remote gaming device. Thus, it is properly stated in th rejection of record. 
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
